HANOI’S CHARM 


Summer in Hanoi 

Anyone who has come to Hanoi in May will certainly not forget the flavor of summer. Hanoi's 
summer is adorned by the golden sunshine that spreads on the streets. In the morning, if you 
walk along West Lake, you will feel the cool scent of the lotus. The lotus emitting incense 
makes anyone want to fill their chests to feel the sweet scent. Summer decorates the small 
streets by the purple color of Queen’s flowers, the red color of Mohur tree’s flowers. Along Kim 
Giang Street through Lang Street, To Lich River seems like having a new dress. Along the 
banks of the river are rows of green trees full of lovely flowers. The river that is so ordinary now 
becomes splendid. 



Walking on the familiar path, you will not be able to take your eyes off the casual street vendors 
that are so attractive with juicy red berries, plums, mangos and lychees. 

Mentioning Hanoi’s summer, it is not possible to not mention (sau) dracontomelon - the fruit is 
indispensable in each bowl of sour soup, glass of cool water or the famous dried dracontomel- 
on.. The color green and sour taste of it is so attractive that visitors traveling to Hanoi every 
summer must purchase a little to bring back as a gift, as well as those who are far from Hanoi 
always remember the image of its flowers on the road in July. 

Hanoi’s yummy dishes 

Dracontomelon (siu) is a typical fruit of the North, but it seems that only in Hanoi and only 
talented chefs here have made it in so many unique and delicious dishes. 

In addition to being used as a food, dracontomelon is also used as a cure for cough, sputum, 
heat, oral heat, sore throat, pregnancy vomiting, drunkenness, rash, swelling... 

Hanoians can turn dracontomelon into many different dishes. Here are some of them that you 
can do it yourself at home. 


Pickled ginger and dracontomelon Dracontomelon with chilli fish sauce 



Shaved shavings, washed, soaked dracon- 
tomelon with salt to get brittle and soak in 
boiling water to cool for 5-10 minutes. Then, 
put them into the pot, with every layer of fruit 
is a layer of sugar until finish. Soak for 10 
hours then pick out. 

Remove the dracontomelon from the pot, 
continue to boil the mixture of sugar water 
with ginger threats. Wait for the syrup to cool 
down, slowly draw into the fruit jar. It is usable 
after 2 days. 


Dracontomelon with chilli fish sauce has 
spicy taste and well stimulates taste. It is 
also quite simple to make. First, pour pure 
fish sauce into the dracontomelon, then, add 
a little chili. After 3 days it is ready to serve. 
Sour juice will make the fish sauce less salty, 
which is used for dipping vegetable or 
putting into soup, while the fruit can be used 
with rice.
